Pinzgauer Adapt 
Well To South Texas' 

Harsh Conditions 

Malt Free, a Pinzgauer breeder at 
Sunnyvale, Texas, like many cattlemen 
and breeders, likes to visit hU fellow 
Pinzgauer breeders, especially ones 
whose environment and ranching 
conditions are widely dlfforent from his 
own Northeast Texas conditions. 

Free did just that recently when he 
visited Dr. Martin Garcia's ranch at 
Ravmondville; and Frank Terry's place 
alEdinburg, both in deep South Texas. 

Freo got first-hand knowledge of the 
adaptability of Pinzgauers during his 
visit to thB brush and cactus coaatal 
area, a trait for which the cattla 
developed in the A us train mountains of 
Europe, but used successfully all over 
Europe and Africa before being 
brought to the United States and 
'Canada, are famous. 

"On my visit to Dr. Garda’s ranch in 
the heavy brush country north of 
Raymondville, it became very 
noticeable to me that some 30 to 40 
Pinzgauer percentage cattle were very 
competitive with somB 500 mother cows 


of various breeds and crosses, heavy in 
Santa Gertrudis breeding,” Free said. 

“Our tour was in some pastures that 
were almost Impassable in trurks due 
to brush and cactus,” he said. 

Mike Garcia, Dr. Garcia's brother, 
directs the day-to-day operation of the 
ranch that covers 7,500 acres. The 
ranch headquarters is about seven 
miles from the entrance on U.S. 77. 
Deer, wild hogs and goats, and birds 
were observed as we toured the ranch. 
Free said. 

The first Pinzgauer-Sanla Gertrudis 
calves were bom in 1974 from Artificial 
Insemination breeding by Dr. Garcta. 
The lop part of that bull crop is still in 
service, producing ouarlar-blood calves 
that wean slight!y heavier calves than 
other breeds on the Ranch. No calving 
problems have been noted when using 
Pinzgauer bulls on mature cows. 

Free said that Garcia pointed out 
that the halfblood calves normally were 
considerably heavier at weaning lime 
than the other breeds. They adapt 
exceptionally well to the rugged range 
conditions. 

"The combination ranging and heat 
tolerance and milking and mothering 
ability of the Pinzgauer and Santa 
GerlrudEs caLLle makes an ideal range 
cow for South Texas, 1 ’ Free quoted 
Garcia. 

Dr. Garcia operates a veterinary 
clinic in Raymondvillo and has other 
farm and business interests In tho 
Valley. Tho ranch has been in the 
Garcia family since 1868. 

Dr. Garcia is a charter member of the 
American and Texas Pinzgauer 
Associations. 

Frank Torry. Free's second host, Is 
also a charter member of APA and 
Texas Pinzgauer Association. Ho runs 
about 100 Pinzgauers ranging from 
Austrian fullbloods to percentage 
cattle.
